We are now under sailing orders to proceed to the 
Northward of this, 60 miles to the Saldanha Bay, it 
being the only safe harbor in the vicinity; where it 
has been found necessary to proceed, for the purpose 
of overhauling the Constellation’s rudder—Table Bay 
being too exposed to attempt to tip the ship, to take 
z The pintles are so 
much worn as to give seven-eighths or an inch play 
in the gudgeons, fore and aft, and five-cighths to three 
fourths of an inch play athwart ships, so that it is 
utterly impossible to keep the ward-room free, with 
four men all the time baling, which has caused much 


isickness, besides rendering it impossible to open the 


magazine, the water continually washing across the 


ideck. 


On her passage over here from Rio, the mizzen rig- 
ging of the Constellation dropped on deck in a calm, 
and a temporary gang was fitted to reach this harbor 
Since her arrival, all her standing rigging has 
been condemned, the yarns not standing a test of over 
an average of 305 pounds, and no rigging of sufficient 
size could be found ‘or sale at the Cape. Applicatidn 
was made to Adiniral Sir Edward Ring, at Simons 

say. His reply was very courteous, but he doubted 
the quality of the only 3800 fathoms he had in Her 
Majesty’s store-house—and as it had been in store 
some twelve years, it could not have been very good. 
So as the ship wanted 1270 fathoms of diiferent sized 
rope for her standing rigging, it was a questiog whe- 
ther if would not be prudent to lay the ship up, until 
rope could be sent from the United States to refit her 
for the cruise. But a diferent arrangement was 
finally made, and the sheet cable of the John Adams* 
was unlaid for lower rigging for the Constellation, and 
the stream cables of both ships were used for stays 
and back-stays. With the stores of the ship for top- 
mast-rigging, and a messenger for the best use it 
could be applied to, the ship is now all ready again 
ifor sea, with the exception of her rudder. Fhe Jobn 
Adams* has been supplied with a chain sheet cable 
frora shore, and a Manilla nine-inch hawser from the 
Constellatiou, which renders her as safe as ever in her 
sround tackles. I hope our troubles will be to anend, 
when that rudder fs fitted, and we shall be underway 
for our cruise. Last nizht, Samuel Smith, seainan, a 
native of Lubec, Nova Scotia, died after being sick 
with consumption only about two months and a half. 
He died quite composed, not having suffered an hour 
during his sickness.

LAUNCH OF THE FRIGATE ConGREss.—There is 
much beauty in the graceful movement of a ship 
from her ways to the element in which she is intended 
to move—and in proportion to the size of the vessel 
is the attraction to a launching. On Monday last 
thousands of spectators were ccngregated on our 
wharves, bridges, hills and islands, to witness the 
launching of one of the most noble and beautiful ships 
in our navy—the frigate Congress. 

The day was fine—every oat in the river was in 
requisition, and flying like insects upon the mirror- 
like surface of the river. On one side of the ship 
house was stationed the steamer Huntress, and on the 
other the steamer Portland, waiting as bride maids to 
escort the frigate to her moorings. Ata little distance 
in the stream lay the snug little Apprentice brig. with 
her full crew of active lads on board, and her rig¢eing 
decorated with twenty flags; and puffing and blowing 
as if out of breath with trepidation at the narrow 
escape from the ‘‘dangerous rocks,” came the stea- 
mer M, Y. Beach up the narrows, and lay off in the 
stream with other spectators. At about half past ten 
the guns at the island called the public attention, and 
every store and workshop in town was deserted. Ata 
quarter past eleven slowly she began to move—and 
majestically dipping and plunging into the foam of 
her own creation, with a force that parted like pack 
thread a two foot cable, the frigate Congress in a few 
moments sits like a “thing of life,” checked to the 
limits assigned her, and gracefully moving in unison 
with the heavings of the bosom of the water, which 
her entry had put in commotion, nor was that com- 
motion a slight one; at the shore where we stood, a 
sixth of a mile distant, the waves came rolling up like 
the swell ypona sea beach. A sight, scarcely less 
interesting than that of the launch, was exhibited 
after the steamers were attached to her sides. They 


came abreast nearly over to our wharves, and then | 


turned to the frigate’s moorings—like a huge elephant 
between two puny drivers.

She has a billet head. Her stern ornaments are the 
national emblem, an Eagle; on each side is the Na- 
tional Flag and Olive Branch, emblematic of peace 
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About 80,000 pounds of copper bolts were used in 
constructing her—and about 30,000 Ibs of sheet cop- 
per were used on her outer work. 

The keel waz laid in the month of August, 1839. 
The work was suspended from Sept. 1839 to April 
1840; making the working days on the ship 522. 
The average number of men employed was 42 car- 
penters, 15 laborers, 8 smiths, 10 joiners, 6 sawyers, 
and 5 caulkers. Average rate of pay, 1 dollar 43 c. 
per day. 

The Congress is of heavier tonnage than the 74 
America, builtin this harbor in the Revolutionary 
war, 

The building of the Congress was commenced in 
the year 1836, whilst the navy yard was under the 
command of Com. Crane, who retired from the com- 
mand about a year since, and was succeeded by Capt. 
John D. Sloat, the present commandant. The Naval 
Constructor is Samuel M. Pook, Esq. who has.su- 
perintended the construction of the ship from the 
commencement. 

Too much credit cannot be given for the admirable 
arrangements made upon this occasion, and for the sys- 
tematic, orderly and perfect manner in which they were 
carried into effect. There was no noise, and not the 
least disorder or confusion, and we are happy to add, 
that not the slightest accident occured to any one, 
from the time of laying the keel to her mooring in the 
river. 

Numerous visiters from abroad were present, among 
them Com. Downes, and several other officers not 
attached to the yard. Benjamin Russell, Esq. was 
also present: fifty-nine years ago he made a visit to 
Portsmouth on a like occasion, and witnessed the 
launch of the America 74.—Porlsmouth Journal. 


From the Philadelphia Inquirer. 


THE STEAMSHIP MIssIssIPPIMAN OUTLINE.— 
This fine steamer is now rapidly progressing yn 
a state of completion. She wjjl probably be ready 
for departure from the Philadelphia navy yard by the 
latter end of October, or in less than three months 
from the present time. Such of our citizens, there- 
fore, as have not yet had an opportunity of visiting 





yvand viewing her, should endeavor to do so in the 


course of the ensuing eight or ten weeks. The offi- 
cers of the yard are especially attentive and courte- 
ous, and seem to take pleasure in imparting all pro- 
per information. The yard itself is a model of neat- 
ness and good order, and contains various objects of 
interest to the curious and strangers. The ‘Mississ- 
ippi,” if we remember aright, was commenced in 
August, 1839. Her cost, when finished, will be 
about $500,000 ; and she will form part of the Home 
Squadron, which has just been provided for by an act 
of Congress. A steamer of the same dimensions and 
character was commenc¢ed in New York about the 
same time, and is also nearly finished. The ship- 
wrights of the two cities have thus had an opportu- 
nity of displaying their ingenuity, and in the ‘result 
we hope to win new Jaurels for Philadelphia. We 
annex the dimensions of this noble specimen of nava} 
architecture:

| Messrs. Merrick & Towne, at their extensive iron 
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oundry in Southwark, and to those who have never 
seen immense structures of this description, they will 
appear as the most extraordinary features of the stea- 
mer. A gentleman who happened to be examining 
them while we were present, forcibly, but somewhat 
poetically, designated them as iron earthquakes. At 
a hasty glance indecd, one would suppose thein heavy 
enough to sink the ship—the principal framework 
being so huge and their general appearance being so 
jmmense, when compared with the engines of the or- 
dinary steamers that pass up and down our rivers. 
The cylinders look like iron wells, and dre 6 feet 3 
inches in diameter, with asevon feet stroke. She 
carries two engines, each of 250 horse power and 500 
tons in weight. The boilers are copper, of great 
thickness, and are rivetted together by bolts, clamps, 
and other similar contrivances. They look large 
enough to hold a small town meeting. Indeed, the 
iron work and all the machinery connected with the 
engines is calculated to cause a shudder in the inex- 
perienced, as to the management of so stupendous a 
contrivance, especially when the idea rushes to one’s 
mind, of a possible explosion. Steam is indeed a 
mighty agent, the mightiest of modern discovery, and 
something like an adequate idea of its power and ap- 
plication not only to peaceful manufacturing. purpo- 
ses but tothe dreadful carnage and couflict of war, 
may be formed on contemplating such a picce of ma- 
chinery as we have briefly adverted to. 

The Mississippi is provided with nine boats, inclu- 
ding one life-boat. Probably 300 men could readily 
be disposed of in the nine. They are beautiful speci- 
mens of the art of building, and in their variety, are 
well suited to interest. Tie captain’s cabin is plain, 
but neat and substantial. Immediately adjoining are 
the rooms for the lieutenants. They are snug, and 
each is provided with a berth, and sufficiently large to 
accommodate a talking party with half a dozen chairs. 

The rooms for the midshipmen are further forward. 
They are arranged so that five or six may sleep in 
each, in hammocks. The powder and shell rooms, 
four in number, are all below the lowest or orlop deck, 
and considerably under water. This position is of 
eourse considered the most secure. 

The engines are fully completed, and the workmen 
have been engaged for some weeks in putting them 
together. They are on the low pressure principle, 
and resemble in all their chief traits those on board 
the President and British Queen. It is not under- 
stood yet who will command the Mississippi; but we 
may presume that Mr. Farren will act as engineer. 
Mr. Lenthall is the naval constructor at this yard, and 
all the ship building operations take place under his 
immediate superintendence. He is evidently a mas- 
ter of his noble art. All her armament will be put
